Milk 
Wagon 
Thaw Leaped 
Into 


Waiting 
M otor— Five Accomplices 


Aid Flight. 


Fishkill, N. Y., Aug. 18.— H arry K. 
T haw escaped from the 
M atteaw an 
H ospital for the CGmiual Insane yes­ 
terday m orning and got clean away. 
W hen last seen 
he 
was 
passing 
through StorinviUe, a village th irte en 
miles from the hospital, in a forty - 
h o rse p o w e r 
up-to-date to uring 
ear, 
going at sixty miles an hour or more. 
A ccom panying the large autom obile 
in 
which 
T haw 
sat 
was 
an o th er 
sm aller m achine, a iandaulet, which 
aided in th e escape. 
Five m en at least w ere actually con­ 
cerned in the escape besides Thaw, 
and an atte n d a n t of the hospital, who 
had charge of the gate through which 
Thaw walked, has been placed under 
arrest, charged with aiding and ab e t­ 
ting the escape. 
T h e object of T haw and his confed­ 
era tes was the C onnecticut sta te line, 
thirty-five miles away, and it is cer­ 
tain th a t they attain ed th e ir object. 
As ta r as the au thorities now know 
Thaw is speeding through Connect it ut, 
M assachusetts or some yoiut north in 
tho machine. 
Word of the escape has been phoned 
and telegraphed to m ost of th e big 
tow ns which lay in the direction Thaw 
probably took, but no word had been 
received th a t the fugitives had been 
seen. 
O ne of th e queer kinks in the pres­ 
ent situation is th a t even if T haw is 
located and caught In som e o th er state 
th an New York th e re is great doubt 
in th e m inds of the au thorities th a t he 
can be brought back to New York. He 
bas 
legally been adjudged a public 
m enace, and for th is reason he has 
been confined in M atteaw an, but he 
is not legally a m urderer, as a jury 
has 
acquitted him of any crim inal 
charge. 
As the m a tte r stan d s 
now 
thoro is good reason to believe that 
Thaw will go scot free for the rest of 
his life unless he a ttem p ts to re-enter 
New York state. 
O rders were sent to a rre st the fugi­ 
tive on sight, 
and 
S uperintendent 
Kiel* offered at once a personal rew ard 
of $5oo for the return of th e prisoner. 
T he rom ance of the escape involves 
two 
high-powered 
autom obiles, 
tour 
young men, well dressed and open 
handed, who spent several days pre­ 
ceding th e escape in throw ing money 
around in the bars of th e village of 
Beacon, form erly called Fishkill. 
T hen com e carefully laid plans th at 
tim es the m ovem ents of th e four men 
in the autom obiles and one o th e r man, 
a chauffeur, with m a c h in e lik e precis­ 
ion to T h a w ’s m ovem ents. A fter that 
com es a milk w agon en terin g the hos­ 
pital. 
The milk wagon entered its regular 
way, the a tten d a n t stan d s aside; Thaw 
walks out to one of the w aiting auto­ 
mobiles, is pulled in, and away. Half 
a mile down the road he w as tra n s ­ 
ferred to the o ther 
higher-powered 
mac bine, to avoid any c hanco of be­ 
ing caught. T he sm aller m achine trails 
along beside the big cur lo stan d ready 
in * asu cl a blowout. 
T he im m ediate pursuit am ounted to 
practically 
nothing. 
T h e 
gatem an, 
H ow ard Barnum , who has been a rre s t­ 
ed, slam m ed the gate* to when he saw 
Thaw en ter th** autota* idle. T hen he 
tan 
for 
the 
n earest 
telephone aud 
gave the alarm to th e hospital. 
T h e great black ca r Hashed like a 
thunderbolt through 
Stoi mville, tem 
nub s ca *t of M atteaw an, along the 
road to the C onnecticut line. 
Early 
risers in tile litle ham let saw thro** 
m en—and Thaw'—crouching low to es­ 
cape the sw eep of th eir rush through 
the 
air. 
T hey were going seventy 
m iles an hour. They w ere ten m inutes 
out of M atteawan. 
Storm ville m arvelled at their speed 
and w atched them melt aw ay in the

H e is Jo h n Distoferro, and he is but 
th re e feet th ree Inches tall, lie es­ 
caped from th e steam ship D elaw are 
Sun afte r having traveled 7800 miles 
from Batoum, a Russian port on the 
Blac k Sea. 
C aptain A. K. Holer, of the D elaw are 
Sun, told th e story of the boy’s d eter­ 
m ination us follows: 
‘‘On Ju ly IO. just as we we re about 
to sail, I found the lad and took him 
to the A m erican consulate. I explained 
th a t th e boy w anted to reach his hom e 
in this country aud thought th at tho 
g o v ern m en t m ight aid in sending him 
hack. 
"T o our astonishm ent, when we got 
b ark to the vessel the lad had got 
th e re half an hour before I did, having 
run 
aw ay from 
tin* consul’s office. 
W hen w'e reached Oran, In Algeria, the 
boy was again put off the ship and 
given to th e Italian consul, but to my 
asto n ish m en t when we sailed he was 
found In th e hold 
“ I was so im pressed with the boy’s 
e a rn estn e ss that I let him work his 
passage and m ade him a s sista n t m ess 
boy, b u t exacted a prom ise that when 
he reached here ive would go together 
to th e im m igration office to let him 
have his entry in th is country straig h t­ 
ened out.” 
The boy evidently had a mind of his 
own. howevc#, and no sooner ha cl the 
steam sh ip reached P hiladelphia than 
the boy leaped to th e w harf and then 
m ade aw ay as fast as his legs could

T h e Rouen duck is a fino m a rk e t 
bird, but does not m a tu re as early as 
does th e Pekin or the Aylefibury. The 
flesh is considered very delicate and 
th e breed is acknow ledged to be ex­ 
cellent for table purposes, being easily 
fattened. 
T h e Rouen will be found a 
profitable bird to raise on th e farm 
being hardy, prolific, quiet of dispo­ 
sition, and of very beautiful plumage.

Both th e drake and duck clothed In 
plum age a ttra c tiv e and pleasing to th e 
eye, are aa much fa m ie r'a fowls as any 
of th e varieties of chickens, yet they 
a re of m uch value a s m a rk e t birds.
